CORRECTION 


We  blew  it!  By  now,  hopefully  all  of  you  have  had  a 
chance  to  read  the  Avila  College  Annual  Report. 
Unfortunately,  due  to  some  last  minute  editing,  we 
combined  a couple  of  paragraphs  into  one  and  altered 
the  history  of  Avila  College  with  one  swipe  of  the  red 
pen. 

We  wrongly  stated  that  St.  Teresa’s  Junior  College 
became  a four-year  college  in  1963,  when  it  became 
Avila. 

Several  readers  were  good  enough  to  call  the  error  to 
our  attention.  We  thought  we  would  make  the  correc- 
tion and  offer  a little  more  history  while  we’re  at  it.  To 
the  best  of  our  knowledge,  what  follows  is  the  true  story 
of  Avila  College: 

In  1866,  five  Sisters  came  to  Kansas  City  and  opened 
the  first  private  high  school  for  young  women,  St. 

Teresa  s Academy.  In  1916,  the  academy  administra- 
tion chartered  the  first  private  college  for  women  in 
Kansas  City,  the  Junior  College  of  Sl  Teresa  at  5600 
Main  Street,  where  the  academy  had  been  located  since 
1910.  The  college  was  accredited  by  the  University  of 
Missouri  in  1921,  and  admitted  to  membership  in  the 
American  Association  of  Junior  Colleges.  It  offered  a 


two-year  program  leading  to  an  Associate  of  Arts 
degree. 

After  Edwin  V.  O’Hara  became  Bishop  of  Kansas  City 
in  1939,  he  urged  the  Sisters  to  make  Sl  Teresa’s  a four- 
year  institution.  A new  building,  Donnelly  Hall,  was 
constructed  to  accommodate  the  additional  enrollment 
and  the  first  classes  were  held  there  in  1941 . 

The  college  obtained  accreditation  as  a four-year 
institution  from  the  North  Central  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  in  1946.  In  1948,  the 
college  established  Kansas  City's  first  baccalaureate 
degree  program  in  nursing  and  was  accredited  by  the 
National  League  for  Nursing  in  1966. 

The  growth  of  the  college  resulted  in  a move  to  its 
present  campus  in  1963.  At  that  time,  the  name  was 
changed  to  Avila  to  commemorate  the  birthplace  of  St. 
Teresa.  Avila  became  co-educational  in  1969,  estab- 
lished graduate  programs  in  business,  education,  and 
psychology  in  1978,  and  began  Kansas  City’s  first 
Weekend  College  in  1984. 

Avila  will  celebrate  its  75lh  anniversary  during  the 
1991-92  academic  year.

AVILA  INTRODUCES 
NEW  LOGO 


The  all-lowercase  Avila  College  logo  of  the  sixties 
and  seventies  will  no  longer  be  the  visual  represen- 
tation of  Avila  College. 

College  leaders  decided  that  a more  contemporary  logo 
design  was  needed  as  the  college  heads  into  the  ’90’s 
and  it’s  own  75th  anniversary  year. 

The  long  process  began  last  spring.  Concepts  by 
advertising  agencies,  commercial  printers,  and  corporate 
art  departments  were  explored.  Eventually  a general 
look  evolved  that  was  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

The  criteria  for  success  were  to  shed  the  out-of-date 
persona  suggested  by  the  ‘70’s  style  typography  of  the 
old  logo,  to  represent  the  strength  and  stability  of  Avila 
College,  to  portray  Avila’s  relationship  to  the  community, 
to  be  contemporary,  to  be  classical  enough  to  endure,  to 
be  uncontnved  and  pleasant  to  look  at. 

The  criteria  were  met  and  the  logo  is  a success!

The  United  Stales  Department  of  Education  has 
funded  a new  program  for  Avila  College. 

The  Learning,  Excellence,  And  Development  program 
will  receive  funding  of  approximately  $200,000  for  one 
year,  with  funding  at  the  same  level  for  two  additional 
years  to  be  reviewed  annually. 

Funding  will  be  used  in  two  areas,  strengthening  support 
services  for  students  (Activity  One),  and  improving 
tcaching/leaming  effectiveness  (Activity  Two). 

Tom  Lease,  Vice  President  for  Student  Affairs,  ex- 
plained that  the  purpose  of  Activity  One  is  to  increase 
student  retention  by  matching  student  needs  with 
available  support  systems  and  services.  To  accomplish

seminar  program  will  be  implemented,  and  students 
needing  special  help  will  be  identified  and  assisted. 

Activity  Two  will  focus  on  strengthening  teaching  and 
learning.  Sister  Mane  Joan  Harris,  Vice  President  for 
Academic  Affairs,  will  direct  a program  which  will 
introduce  technology  in  the  classroom,  assess  student 
knowledge  and  teaching  effectiveness,  and  create  a 
center  for  effective  teaching  and  learning. 

Additional  computers  and  other  equipment  to  support 
both  activities  comprise  approximately  50  percent  of  the 
program  budget.  New  personnel  will  be  identified  to 
assist  with  implementation.

for  some  time.  With  the  college  building  an  aggressive 
marketing  campaign  and  updating  Avila’s  image,  the 
time  was  right  to  make  the  switch  from  the  visually 
challenging  Avalanche. 

“The  Avalanche  was  certainly  a unique  nickname,"  said 
John  Armato,  Director  of  Community  Relations  for 
Avila  College.  “But  it  was  very  difficult  to  personify.” 

“In  graphics,  or  for  a costumed  mascot,  an  avalanche 
poses  quite  a problem.  What  does  it  look  like?”  he 
continued.  ‘The  students  and  faculty  and  staff  felt  it 
was  time  Avila  had  a recognizable  mascot  and  not  just  a 
nickname.” 


Dwight  Widaman,  Avila’s  new  Coordinator  of  Market- 
ing Services,  designed  the  new  mascot.  “When  the 
student  vote  came  back  in  favor  of  the  Eagle,  I started 
researching  and  was  excited  to  see  that  the  bird  I wanted 
to  use  as  reference,  the  Spanish  Imperial  Eagle,  is  native 
to  the  area  Avila  was  named  after,”  he  said. 

“So  we  modeled  the  Avila  Eagle  after  the  Imperial, 
which  has  a slightly  flatter  head  than  the  more  common 
eagle  you  see,  and  created  a mascot  that  has  a real 
connection  to  the  college,  “ he  said. 

The  Eagle  has  met  with  the  acceptance  of  the  student 
population.  Abbreviating  Avila  College  Eagles, 
students  quickly  took  to  chanting  “ACE,  ACE,  ACE”  at 
sporting  events.

RE-ACCREDITATION 
FOR  PROFESSIONAL 
EDUCATION  PROGRAMS 


The  Missouri  Stale  Board  of  Education  has  an- 
nounced in  October  that  the  college’s  professional 
education  programs  were  granted  re-accreditation 
effective  September  24,  1990. 

Included  in  the  accreditation  were  Elementary  Educa- 
tion, and  the  following  Secondary  Education  areas:  Ait, 
Biology,  Business  Education,  Chemistry,  English, 
Mathematics,  Vocal  Music,  Social  Studies,  Speech  and 
Theater,  and  the  following  Special  Education  programs: 
Learning  Disabilities,  Behaviorally  Handicapped,  and 
Mentally  Handicapped. 

“Education  is  our  second  largest  major  on  campus,”  said 
Sister  Marie  Joan  Harris,  Vice  President  and  Dean  of 
Academic  Affairs.  “And  we  are  quite  pleased  to  not 
only  have  our  accreditation  renewed,  but  to  receive  so 
many  high  ratings  in  the  specific  areas  that  the  accredi- 
tation team  reviewed." 

Areas  receiving  strong  ratings  included:  Organization 
and  Administration,  Clinical  Experiences,  the  English, 
and  Speech  and  Theater  specializations  in  Secondary 
Education  and  others. 

Thirteen  educators  from  various  Missouri  schools, 
colleges,  and  universities  made  up  the  Slate  Evaluation 
Team.  During  a three-day  visit  in  April,  the  team  re- 
viewed institutional  documents  and  interviewed 
members  of  the  Avila  faculty,  staff,  students,  supporters, 
and  alumni. 

While  some  colleges  and  universities  have  moved 
toward  five-year  programs,  Avila  builds  its  core  curricu- 
lum into  the  professional  program  from  the  start , 
making  for  a tightly  designed,  comprehensive  four-year 
degree  in  professional  education. 

Avila  is  also  the  only  institution  in  Kansas  City  that 
offers  an  undergraduate  program  in  Special  Education. 
Its  Master  of  Education  program  focuses  on  the  Master 
Teacher  concept  which  emphasizes  classroom  effective- 
ness.
